AETHDE. 


General Chester A. Arthur, oa whose 


thoulders the vice presidential mantel 
it in all probability destined to Jail, is 
an eminent lawyer and active politician, 
of New York. 
He first became promi- 


nent in the political affairs of the me- 
tropolis in 1861, under the auspices of 
Governor Edwin D. Morgan. 
Mr. Ar- 


thur was then about 30 years of age, 
and a member of tbe law firm of Atthur 
& Gardiner, he had been known, with 
other young lawyers, as an active young 
republican from the time of the Fre- 
mont campaign. Governor Morgan first 
appointed him, January 1, 1861, as 
Eogineer-in-Chiet', and on April 14, 
1862, as Inspector General on his staff. 
In the following July he became Quar- 
termaster General. 
General Arthur 


made his mark during the early period 
of the civil war, when regiments were 
raised, equipped and sent to the field 
by the State of New York. When 
Governor Fenton was elected, Genera) 
Arthur's place was taken by General 
Merritt, who succeeded him as Collec- 
tor. 
During the years when General 


Arthur was out of office, from 1865 to 
1871, he was busily engaged in local 
politics and in his profession. In No- 
vember, 1871, on the occasion of the 
resignation of Collector Murphy, the 
Colleetorship of the port of New York 
was offered to ex-Congressman John A. 
Griswold, of Troy, and on his declining, 
it was tendered to the late William 
Orton, who also declined it. They both 
united in recommending Gen. Grant to 
name Gen. Arthur, who was appointed 
November 20, 1871. 
In 1877 Mr. 


Hayes endeavored to remove him, and 
to appoint Theodore Koosevelt, a nom- 
ination the senate did not confirm. 
In 


1878 Mr. Hayes appointed Gen. Mer- 
ritt and the nomination was confirmed. 
There were no charges against General 
Arthur as Collector, but a special dep- 
uty was charged with being concerned 
in schemes to defraud the government. 
It was more or less a local fight for the 
possession of'the Custom House pat- 
ronage, Mr. Conkhng championing Mr. 
Arthur, and, although the latter was 
removed, his opponents acknowledged 
that he went out of office with no stain 
upon his garments. Since his appoint 
ment by General Grant, Gen. Arthur 
has been one of the recognized leaders 
in the republican party in New York 
He was chosen chairman of the state 
central committee upon the election ol 
Governor Cornell, and is now chairman 
of the committee. He has returned to 
rbe practice of the law, and is associate1 


with District Attorney B. K, Phelps in 
the firm of Arthur, Phelps, Martle and 
Ransom.
